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Calls for 
assurance 
on changes

TALKS will be held between 
county leaders to ensure 
economic pressures do not 
mean the dualling of the A5 
through the Oswestry area 
drops out of the country’s 
road improvement pro¬ 
gramme. 

Councillor David Lloyd, 
Shropshire Council’s 

Speaker, is calling for an 
assurance the improvements 
will be made after concerns 
were raised by parish coun¬ 
cillors about dangers on the 
road as it passes near vil¬ 
lages around Oswestry. 

He will meet North 
Shropshire MP Owen Pater¬ 
son, who has campaigned 
strongly for improvements 
to the A5, and will also dis¬ 
cuss the issue with fellow 
Shropshire Councillor 
Arthur Walpole who attends 
meetings with the Highways 
Agency in the West Mid¬ 
lands. Councillor Lloyd said 
worries over the road were 
raised by Weston Rhyn 
Parish Council. 

He said: “The focus on the 
proposed high speed line and 
recent funding of schemes to 
relieve traffic pressure in a 
handful of urban areas in 
the West Midlands must not 
divert attention from over¬ 
due improvement to the A5 
which is an international 
route. 

“There is growing concern 
that current economic pres¬ 
sure could see the A5 slip¬ 
ping out of the highway 
improvement programme.” 

wwil centre 
up for sale 

A FORMER secret World 
War II and Cold War telecom¬ 
munications centre near 
Oswestry which has become 
an eyesore, after being left to 
rot for a decade, could soon 
have a new owner. 

The Criggion radio station 
underneath the picturesque 
Breiddens was vacated by BT 
in 2003 when its radio masts 
and towers were demolished. 

Now, estate agents Bal- 
fours has the 223 acres of 
agricultural land around the 
buildings for sale. 

If anyone is interested in 
the buildings they may be 
available by separate negoti¬ 
ation. 


WIND FARMS 'WILL 
BRING IN £200m' 


MORE than £200 million will be pumped into the local economy and 
50 full-time jobs created if controversial plans for five new wind farms 
are given the go-ahead, a public inquiry heard. 

The inquiry in Welshpool was also told that there is no evidence to suggest 
wind turbines will have an adverse affect on people’s health. 

But campaigners warned the influx of hundreds of turbines, which will be linked to 
the national power supply by overhead pylons, would destroy the Shropshire and mid 
Wales landscape and urged protesters to keep fighting. 

More than 300 protesters gathered in Welshpool on Tuesday to mark the start of 
the inquiry, which could last nine months at the town’s Royal Oak Hotel. 

The inquiry is into plans to build wind farms in Llanbadarn Fynydd, near Llan-

Street pastor 
scheme for 
town likely 

VOLUNTEER street pastors could be intro¬ 
duced in Oswestry after police and local 
churches backed the idea. 

The scheme, which already operates suc¬ 
cessfully in Telford and Shrewsbury, sees 
volunteers from local churches take to the 
streets between 10pm and 4am to talk with 
people who are out, help people get home 
safely, and give out water to help sober up 
people who are drunk, flip flops to those 
women struggling in high heels and space 
blankets to those who are cold. 

Churches Together in Oswestry District 
discussed the idea five years ago but didn’t 
pursue it. 

However, it is now set to be discussed 
again next month with a view to getting the 
scheme up and running later this year. 

Ged Cliffe, president of CTOD, said the 
group had met with Sergeant Scott Barnes 
from Oswestry police as well as with repre¬ 
sentatives from Shrewsbury Street Pastors. 

He said: “The idea had been discussed 
some years ago and not pursued but it 
seems good to revisit it now. This will be a 
major item at the July CTOD meeting.” 

To get the scheme off the ground, CTOD 
will need volunteers from at least four dif¬ 
ferent church denominations and raise £300 
per pastor to cover training, equipment and 
uniform. 


drindod Wells; Llaithddu, near Newtown; 
Llandinam, near Llanidloes; Llanbryn- 
n mair, near Machynlleth; Carnedd Wen, 
near Machynlleth; and a 132kV overhead 
electric line connection from the proposed 
Llandinam wind farm to Welshpool sub¬ 
station. 

If they are given the go-ahead, then it 
could pave the way for huge pylons and 
overhead cables which will take energy 
created by the wind farms from a substa¬ 
tion at Cefn Coch near Llanfair Caerein- 
ion to the National Grid network at 
Lower Frankton near Oswestry. 

The plans are being fought by The 
Alliance group, which is made up of 21 
organisations together with Powys 
County Council. 

Boost 

At the opening of the inquiry, Marcus 
Trinick QC, for RWE Renewables, which 
has applied to build a wind farm at 
Carnedd Wen, near Machynlleth, said the 
development of wind farms would boost 
the local economy. 

He said: “The wind farm represents a 
£200m investment, of which an estimated 
£31m will be spent with local suppliers 
during construction and a further £76m 
during construction in the rest of Wales. 

“During the seven-year construction 
period, 50 full time equivalent jobs will be 
created and during operation there will be 
24 full time equivalent jobs.” 

Powys County Council hit back during its 
opening statement, saying there was 
“absolutely no justification” for the plans. 

Simon Bird QC, for the council, said: 
“Despite the acknowledged urgent need for 
wind farm development, there is no public 
interest justification for allowing the scale 
of development that is before this inquiry, 
let alone the many other proposals due to be 
considered in the area.”

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FILM lovers were dealt a blow this week with the announcement 
that Welshpool’s Pola Cinema is to close. 

Cinema bosses have said that the curtain will fall for the final time on June 13, con¬ 
ceding defeat to the onset of multi-screen entertainment complexes and digital technol¬ 
ogy and with the loss of four part time jobs. 

The cinema reopened its doors in 1992 with a 154-seat screen, three years after the 
complex had closed for redevelopment, and two years later a 40-seat second screen was 
added. But with the industry changing to digital technology its owners faced a £130,000 

outlay to make the switch. 

“It’s just not financially feasible in this 
current environment so, unfortunately and 
with a heavy heart, we have made the diffi¬ 
cult decision to close the Pola,” said Richard 
Thacker. 

He inherited the cinema management 
from his father Charlie who was involved 
since the 1950s until his death in 2004. 

“It is becoming an increasingly popular 
trend that people are looking for more of a 
night out when they visit the cinema and 
not just for a movie,” he said. 

“Growing numbers of people would 
rather make the trip to Shrewsbury, Telford 
or even Wrexham where the customer has 
a much wider selection of restaurants, fast 
food outlets and bars to choose from and 
truly make more of their night out. 

Amazing 

“Oswestry is set to have a new multi¬ 
screen cinema within 18 months and so we 
would have been squeezed that little bit 
more. 

“It is a very sad day. The Pola has been a 
part of the Thacker family for a long time 
and we have thought long and hard about 
it and it has not been an easy decision I 
assure you. 

“But the time is coming where we would 
need to go digital and with the current eco¬ 
nomic climate and how fast computer tech¬ 
nology evolves it simply wouldn’t pay for us 
to do it,” added Mr Thacker’s son Simon . 

“It has been an amazing experience to fol¬ 
low on in both my grandfather and father’s 
footsteps and the Pola will be truly missed by 
us all, but the time has come to close its doors”. 
We would like to thank all the people who have 
supported us over the years. 

“Our final show is on Thursday, June 13 
when we will be showing “Fast and Furious 
6” at 7.15 and “The Big Wedding” at 7.30, 
so we would like to encourage you to all to 
make one last visit to the cinema in our 
final week,” said Simon. 

“It is not all bad news though, we will 
continue to run and operate the Regent Cin¬ 
ema at Newtown.” 


Police linking up 
with farmers in 
latest project to 
tackle rural crime 

A “DYNAMIC” new crime prevention 
scheme has been set up with farmers. 

The move comes thanks to a new part¬ 
nership between police and farmers and is 
aimed at tackling rural crime such as 
metal thefts. 

Police officers working in rural areas of 
North Powys are linking in with col¬ 
leagues at NFU Cymru to warn farmers of 
any crime in their areas and to offer crime 
prevention advice. 

The new scheme will come under the 
Farmwatch banner and will see short mes¬ 
sages being sent out to NFU Cymru who 
will then forward those messages on to the 
farmers who live in affected areas and who 
need to know the information. 

Sergeant Jon Rees said: “It’s all about 
being dynamic with the way we communi¬ 
cate information on crimes which are hap¬ 
pening in our rural and outlying areas. 

“There may be a situation where we are 
getting calls of metal thefts in a rural area 
and we want to alert farmers to be on the 
lookout. 

“Forewarning them in this way will not 
only help us in having extra eyes and ears 
looking out for the culprits, but also help 
the farmers to protect their property. 

“We’re not looking to scare people by 
doing this. Rather it’s a form of empower¬ 
ment. We’ll also be sending brief messages 
offering crime prevention advice.

Bridge will be 
closed for vital 
repair works 

AN HISTORIC bridge near Oswestry will be 
closed for strengthening work this summer 
at a cost of £500,000. 

The B4393, which runs from Four Crosses 
to Llansantffraid, will be closed for nine 
months from June 24. 

Powys County Council has obtained listed 
building consent from Cadw, the organisa¬ 
tion which preserves the built heritage of 
Wales, as the bridge is Grade II listed. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment and regulation, said 
once the work is completed the existing 18 
tonnes maximum gross weight restriction 
on the bridge will be removed. 

He said: “The Llansantffraid Bridge is of 
special architectural and historic interest 
and we needed to ensure that our plans met 
Cadw’s requirements. 

“The decision to close a bridge is never 
taken lightly because of the impact it has on 
local residents and businesses but in this 
case we hope that the long term benefits 
from the restoration of this attractive and 
historic bridge and removal of the 18 tonnes 
weight restriction will be appreciated. 

“We hope to complete the work by early 
November but this is dependent on the 
weather during the autumn.” 

Lee Evans, spokesman for Powys County 
Council, said the work should help agricul¬ 
tural businesses in the area. 

“It’s quite a long diversion around if 
you’re over the weight. The agricultural 
community is often hit by that weight 
limit,” he said.

Calling on protesters to not give up the 
fight, Russell George, Montgomeryshire 
AM, said: “The hundreds of people that are 
here this morning once again demonstrates 
the strength of local feeling against these 
proposals; proposals which will see the 
industrialisation of this very beautiful and 
very special landscape. 

Impact 

“We already have hundreds of turbines 
across the region, so to potentially have a 
further 800 more with all the associated 
infrastructure that comes with it will have 
a huge detrimental impact on our commu¬ 
nities. 

“Leaders of tomorrow will look back and 
wonder what on earth the decision makers 
of the day were thinking, if these proposals 
go ahead. 

“However, I do genuinely believe we have 
forced Government to think again and we 
trust the inspector will examine the evi¬ 
dence carefully and come to the right con¬ 
clusion. 

“We must continue the fight until this 
terrible threat to our futures is defeated.” 

The AM also read out messages of sup¬ 
port from Lord Carlile of Berriew and from 
Member of Parliament, Glyn Davies, who 
was unable to attend the start of the inquiry 
because he was involved in a parliamentary 
debate on the UK Government’s Energy 
Bill in Westminster. 

Jonathan Wilkinson, leader of Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Against Pylons, one of 21 
organisations which make up The Alliance 
group which is fighting the plans, said peo¬ 
ple needed to keep the fight going strong 
over the coming nine months - the length 
of time the inquiry is due to last.

Judge Peter Barrie sentencing said: “The 
manner of your driving clearly crosses the 
custody threshold, but I am impressed by 
your immediate co-operation with police.” 

Mr Barrie sentenced Ray to 16 weeks in 
prison, suspended for 12 months. 

He also disqualified him for driving for 12 
months and ordered him to pay £200 costs 
and carry out 200 hours unpaid work. 

There were no separate sentences for the 
offences of driving without insurance and a 
licence.

COULD I BE FORCED TO SELL OUR HOME TO 
PAY MY HUSBAND’S CARE FEES? 

Q: My husband has been diagnosed with Alzheimer’s and has become unpredictable and at times aggressive. Doctors have been unable to 
balance his medication to prevent his irrational behaviour and have advised me to consider moving him into a residential home. As he doesn’t 
need nursing care I am concerned I might be forced to sell our home to pay for his care. Could this happen? And can I safeguard any of our 
savings? 

A: As long as you are living in the marital home no-one will make you sell it and the property value will not be taken into account in 
determining how much, if anything, your husband must contribute to his care costs. The same applies to an unmarried couple. 

If your husband receives a state pension or state benefits, these must be used towards his care costs. He will however only be required to 
contribute half of any other pensions he receives, provided that the other half is paid to you. If after these monies have been paid over for his 
care there is still a shortfall, the remainder must be paid out of savings. The allowed savings threshold is £23,250 in England and £22,500 
in Wales. Once assets fall below those figures the Local Authority will contribute towards care home fees. The amount of the contribution is 
calculated using a formula, with contributions falling as assets fall. 

If you have joint savings you can split them into separate accounts of equal value so that only your husband’s half is taken into account and 
your half is protected. 

Depending on individual circumstances there may be other ways of protecting your assets, so it would be advisable to seek advice from a 
Solicitor before you make any decisions. It would also be a good idea for your Solicitor to review your Wills at the same time.

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Mother and her children flee blaze 


A MOTHER and her two young chil¬ 
dren escaped unharmed when a fire 
broke out in their home on Saturday. 

Smoke alarms alerted the mother to 
the fire which began in an upstairs 
bedroom at the detached property in 
Maple Avenue in Oswestry. She and 
her two sons, aged eight and four, got 
out of the house and were unhurt. 

The cause of the blaze is still being 
investigated. And fire service officials 
have issued fresh advice to people to 
get out of a house as soon as possible 
once a fire has broken out. 


The upstairs of the property was 
badly damaged in the fire. The alarm 
was raised just before 11am and fire 
crews from Oswestry and Ellesmere 
responded to a 999 call. 

Ade Bowen, watch manager for 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service, 
said smoke was coming from the 
upstairs windows when crews arrived. 

He said: “Neighbours told us that 
the family had managed to get out and 
there was no one inside the house, 
which gave us time to ascertain how to 
best deal with the incident. 


“We forced open the front door and 
four firefighters wearing breathing 
apparatus fought the fire. The incident 
was under control within half an hour. 

Mr Bowen said thanks to the smoke 
alarms the family, a mother and her 
children had been alerted to the fire. 

“We would like to remind people 
that, if they have a fire in their prop¬ 
erty they should shut doors inside and 
get out as quickly as possible. We are 
still investigating the cause of the fire.” 

The mother was too shocked to com¬ 
ment.

A GIANT bumble bee was buzzing around Oswestry this 
week as part of a Friends of the Earth’s campaign to save 
the insects. 

The giant bee was at the town’s farmers’ market at the 
Bailey Head on Friday handing out free seeds for people to 
grow bee-friendly seeds. 

Local beekeepers and gardeners joined in with the event, 
giving away plants, flowering herbs and information on the 
plight of bees in the UK and what type of plants the insects 
find most appealing. 

Oswestry beekeeper Jonjo Evans, who organised a stand 
at the market, said he was backing the Bee Cause campaign 
after losing all his bees in the bad weather over the winter. 

“I own a local tree surgery and landscaping business and 
I’ve noticed there aren’t any bees around this year even 
without looking at my own hive,” he said. 

“It’s a beautiful day today and there aren’t any to be seen 
even though we’ve got lots of flowers here. There is a real 
plight, and it’s not just to do with the bad weather last year 
or the neonicotinoids that have been discussed recently. 

“We’ve had a series of horrible winters and the bees don’t 
need another chemical that hasn’t yet been proven to be 
safe - we need to know if it’s killing bees and not allow any 
chemical to be used until it’s proved to be safe.” 

Mr Evans said he had to feed his bees during last summer 
because there weren’t enough flowers around following the 
previous bad winter.

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Legal aid 
plea to 
MPs by 
lawyer 

A FAMILY lawyer has writ¬ 
ten to Parliament raising 
what he calls his “grave con¬ 
cerns” about the Govern¬ 
ment’s Legal Aid changes. 

Nathan Wright, of GHP 
Legal in Oswestry, said dis¬ 
advantaged victims of dom¬ 
estic violence are failing to 
get the public funding they 
need to get legal representa¬ 
tion, despite the Govern¬ 
ment’s promise such victims 
would be exempt from the 
cuts introduced on April 1. 

“Whilst the theory behind 
the Legal Aid Agency’s 
requirement for evidence to 
be obtained by clients to 
obtain public funding may 
have made sense to the Gov¬ 
ernment, the practice of 
obtaining the information is 
frankly unrealistic,” he said. 

“Many victims of domes¬ 
tic violence are too fearful of 
reprisals from the perpetra¬ 
tor to report such violence to 
the police or their GR” 

He said even where the 
violence has been reported, 
“in some instances when we, 
as the client’s representa¬ 
tive, have written to the 
police requesting the 
required evidence we have 
been denied it due to the 
Data Protection Act”. 

“If it can be obtained, it is 
subject to a release fee. 
These applicants don’t have 
the money. The whole situa¬ 
tion is ludicrous. I want 
these matters raised in Par¬ 
liament with a view to gain¬ 
ing a review of the changes.”

Farmers' 
calls for 
help have 
doubled 

DESPERATE farmers are 
reaching out for help after a 
long, harsh winter left crops 
struggling and hundreds of 
sheep dead beneath the 
snow. 

A group that supports 
farmers in difficulty today 
revealed it had received dou¬ 
ble its normal number of 
calls. 

And while farms in Wales 
and Scotland are benefiting 
from a £250,000 fund to help 
removal of dead animals, in 
England farmers will get 
nothing. 

Farmers are also strug¬ 
gling as pasture is undevel¬ 
oped and crops weeks 
behind due to the cold 
weather. 

Shropshire Rural Support 
Network, which provides 
crisis advice, says it has seen 
a surge in calls. 

One member of the sup¬ 
port network said the num¬ 
ber of calls received 
following the freezing 
weather six weeks ago had 
doubled. 

Malcolm Roberts, who 
farms near Oswestry, spent 
a fortnight attempting to 
keep his livestock alive in 
the spring but lost 80 sheep. 

He said: ““A lot people 
have rung from along the 
Welsh border, where the 
snow was worst. 

“They wanted to know if 
regulations have been on the 
fallen stock A little bit of 
extra help has been long and 
complicated to get.”

“Since then I have taught my pupils in a 
Talbot Sunbeam, Peugeot 205 and 106, a 
VW Polo, Skoda Fabia and now I have a 
Ford Focus. In all I’ve used about 30 new 
cars.” 

And Mel, a father of two, has seen a lot of 
changes in his time as an instructor. “When 
I started cars were not fitted with seatbelts, 
door mirrors, power steering etc, and the 
test has also changed a lot over the years,” 
he explained 

“It used to be that all the test was con¬ 
ducted in the 30 mile speed limit area of 
Oswestry, where there was only one round¬ 
about, at the top of Llwyn Road. Drivers 
rarely got into fourth gear and they had to 
do part of the test using hand signals.” 

“Mel and Bronwen have a son and daugh¬ 
ter and three grandchildren with another 
on the way. We are hoping to see a lot more 
of them,” he said. 

And both Mel, who last year had a heart 
by-pass operation, and Bronwen will be able 
to spend more time bowling - both play for 
Llanrhaeadr in the Oswestry and District 
Bowling League and for the Church Club in 
the Shrewsbury League.

No hiding 
place for 
county’s 
creatures 


I WAS fortunate to visit 
“leafy Surrey” recently. 
There is so much woodland 
in that county, the verges 
are uncut and full of long 
grasses and wild flowers, so 
many trees grow close to 
and line the roads creating 
long beautiful green tunnels 
which, as you drive through 
them, are quite magical as 
the sun filters silver and 
gold through the leaves. 

I was struck by the com¬ 
parison to Shropshire’s 
roads and landscape of short 
verges and very large open 
treeless, hedgeless fields. 
These open fields, some 
expansive ones observable 
on the road from Shrews¬ 
bury to Oswestry, are easy to 
farm but poor for wildlife, 
and one can see here 
another factor in the decline 
of birds, insects and bees. If 
you factor in the big push to 
build many more houses in 
Shropshire, I fear the 
wildlife in our county is set 
to markedly decline further. 

One thing which might 
help to mitigate wildlife 
decline might be to require 
farmers who have created 
these vast open fields to 
plant double hedges around 
the perimeter of such fields, 
with a three to six-foot gap 
between the hedges, which 
would act as wildlife corri¬ 
dors and habitat. 

Can anyone tell me if 
there is a legal limit to the 
size of large field that a 
farmer can create by the 
removal of hedging? 

In the long run vast 
expansive open fields may be 
detrimental to farming and 
public interest in that soil 
erosion and rapid flood 
water run-off will be much 
more likely.

Pledge on youth cafe despite 
loss of job in funding crisis 


BOSSES at Oswestry Youth Cafe say they are 
confident the service can continue despite a 
funding crisis. 

But they say they don’t have enough cash to keep their 
funding manager employed at the Oswald Road base. 

The cafe’s committee said funding manager Ian Wilson’s 
employment would have to end but he has agreed to work 
as a volunteer. 


The group’s financial 
woes were spelt out at its 
annual general meeting, 
chairman Greg Hickman 
said, but he added the com¬ 
mittee was confident the 
service could continue. 

He said: “At the annual 
general meeting held at the 
cafe last week the current 
members of the manage¬ 
ment were voted back to 
post. 

“The group heard that 
there was not sufficient 
funding available to retain 
funding manager Ian Wilson 
after May 31 but thanks to a 
local donation through Com¬ 
munity Aid Foundation of 
£5,000 the cafe co-ordinator 
post is secured for at least 
six months. 

“They recognised the 
need to recruit some new 
volunteers to support the 
day-to-day administration at 
the cafe currently under¬ 
taken by the present man¬ 
ager Ian Wilson. 

“Management group 
members were tasked with 
looking to attract new peo¬ 
ple to assist in the skill set to

Animal crime 
threat grows 


GLOBALLY, there are few more 
iconic animals than the panda, 
the elephant, the rhino, the tiger 
and the snow leopard. 

These creatures may live on different con¬ 
tinents, but they all share similarities, they 
are all threatened by man. 

In human society, generally speaking, the 
more beautiful and/or powerful someone is, 
the more successful they inevitably are. In 
the rest of the animal kingdom, that combi¬ 
nation is a death sentence. Whales, big cats, 
pretty birds, large fish and awesome reptiles; 
they’re all approaching or on the endangered 
list. 

For me and I’m sure many of you, seeing 
the majesty of a snow leopard or meeting the 
stare of a tiger, whether in the wild of else¬ 
where, evokes feelings of anything but hate, 
profit or crime. But for some in the UK, 
wildlife crime is a thriving business and 
according to police, it’s on the rise. 

In fact the rural crime-wave is threatening 
the very survival of some species even within 
the UK. Crimes against bats have increased 
by 10 per cent a year since 2007, and the loss 
of one roost can be a severe blow to popula¬ 
tions that are already vulnerable, according 
to the Bat Conservation Trust. 

It has been illegal to collect bird eggs since 
1954 yet in recent years the RSPB has 
received thousands of reports of shooting, 
poisoning, trapping and disturbing birds and 
their eggs. 

In a peculiar twist to this law however, in 
the 1960s, the naturalist Derek Ratcliffe 
compared peregrine falcon eggs from histor¬ 
ical collections with more recent egg-shell 
samples, and was able to demonstrate a 
decline in shell thickness. 

This was found to cause the link between 
the use by farmers of pesticides such as DDT 
and the decline of British populations of 
birds of prey. 



Yet now birds of prey face even more pres¬ 
sure from wildlife criminals. Dr Mark Avery, 
the RSPB’s conservation director, said: 
“There is far too much wildlife crime going 
on in the countryside. The scale of it is unac¬ 
ceptable in the modern age.” He added: “The 
hen harrier is pretty close to being extinct in 
England, in large part down to wildlife 
crime.” 

Conservationists, including the RSPB and 
the Wildlife Trusts, are calling for a radical 
shake-up of wildlife policing, and claim that 
an inconsistent response to crime by police 
means criminals are able to break the law 
with little fear of being caught. Just three per 
cent of wildlife crimes resulted in convictions 
in 2009, for example. 

In 2012, Shropshire was unenviably 
ranked as the top county in the Midlands for 
crimes against birds. 

The society’s annual Birdcrime report said 
in Shropshire during 2011 there were 15 
reported cases of poisoning, shooting and 
trapping for buzzards, barn owls, hawks and 
other species. 

Sadly it is not just big news stories con¬ 
cerning large animals in far off lands that 
need our urgent attention as naturalists. It is 
important that those who care for the natural 
world and our natural heritage, help to fight 
against such offences.

Life on the doorstep of action

OUR recent piece about a 
wartime air crash on the east¬ 
ern outskirts of Oswestry 
involving a plane flying from 
nearby Rednal airfield has 
prompted 78-year-old Derek 
Griffiths to share some of his 
childhood memories of those 
days when he lived on the 
doorstep of the action. 

Mr Griffiths, of Sandringham Avenue, 
Oswestry, says: “The Spitfires and Mus¬ 
tangs were flying most days at Rednal. I 
can remember the first plane to land at 
Rednal, before other runways were com¬ 
pleted, and that was an Avro Anson. 

“There was a crash as a Mustang with 
its Polish pilot crashed next to Mr Jones’ 
farm opposite Rednal station. At one 
time on the Woodhouse estate by the 
River Perry a Wellington bomber came 
down with seven crew and exploded 
before it hit the ground, sending the 
engines deep into the ground where they 
were until they were dug up some years 
later. I believe that on one occasion a 
plane taking off belly flopped on to the 
railway line, blocking the Shrewsbury to 
Wrexham line. 

“There were, I think, six Flying 
Fortresses at Rednal for a short time. We 
were told that the runway was a bit short 
for them, so when we saw them taking off 
the wheels only seemed to just clear the 
hedge at the end of the runway. They 
were over Babbinswood before they 
gained any height. 

“On one occasion they had Dakotas 
landing close together, and as they slowed 
up the ambulances were alongside to 
take the injured to hospital.” 

This would have been after D-Day, 
when Rednal was used as an entry point 
for injured soldiers being flown home 
from Normandy for treatment. 

“I remember the planes there - Gloster

Gladiators, Lockheed Lightnings, Mus¬ 
tangs, Spitfires, Mosquitos and so on. 
The reason I was able to see the different 
planes going over is that we lived in 
Woodhouse Drive and my father worked 
for Mostyn Owen. 

“His name was Leonard - he went as 
Len - and he was a tractor driver, but he 
had the fumes from the exhaust going 
into him and gave that up and went in 
the hall as a chauffeur.” 


Mr Griffiths, who was born in 1935, 
said: “We lived on the drive - Woodhouse 
Drive. Before you get to the runway, turn 
left, and there are four semi-detached 
houses. The RAF billets were opposite. 

“Certain things stick out in my mem¬ 
ory. There was an Australian pilot who 
was making me a Lancaster bomber out 
of balsa wood. He did not finish it. 

“The hospital was by us and I used to 
bike round and see them in their wheel¬ 


chairs and talk to them by the gate of the 
hospital, and one fellow came over in a 
wheelchair one day and broke this news 
to me that ‘Mac’ had been shot down. It 
was a bit upsetting. 

“There was an occasion when an air¬ 
craft took off and just dropped down out 
of the sky, and dropped in Mr Hampson’s 
yard, just beyond Haughton Church.” 

With all that was going on, it would 
have been a great picture opportunity - 


but there is a good reason why Mr Grif¬ 
fiths has no photos. 

“I went to the railway bridge near 
Haughton Church with my camera and 
was taking photographs of Spitfires 
down below and whatever planes might 
be there. All of a sudden a Jeep rode up 
and one of the RAF men took the camera 
off me and took the film out and told me 
not to take pictures of anything else 
again. That was the end of that.”

Vauxhall delivers big style on power 


An Eaton supercharger, 6.2-litre 
V8 driving the rear wheels, nearly 
600bhp and a soundtrack guaran¬ 
teed to make your hairs stand on 
end: welcome Vauxhall’s new 
VXR8 GTS, which can now be 
ordered with first deliveries at the 
end of the year. 

Based on sister company HSV’s new 
GEN-F GTS, the VXR8 GTS is the most pow¬ 
erful production car ever to emerge from 
Australia. And with an on-the-road price of 
just £54,999 in the UK it allows owners the 
least expensive membership into the 
500bhp+ club. 

“The very fact that cars like the VXR8 GTS still 
exist proves that there is a small, but immensely 
passionate band of customers out there who want 
to drive something which is unique and special,” 
said Stuart Harris, Vauxhall’s head of Carline 
Brand. 

“In its new GTS form the VXR8 offers colossal 
power and torque in a package that is more tech¬ 
nology-led than ever before, yet still retains that 
unique VXR8-character that no BMW or Mercedes 
can match. It’s also around £20,000 less than its 
main rivals - the M5 and E63 AMG - yet has more 
power than either.’ 

At the heart of the VXR8 GTS is a new super¬ 
charged LSA V8 (identical to that used in the 
recently launched Chevrolet Camaro ZL1), deliv¬ 
ering 576bhp and 545lb/ft of torque, an increase 
of 150bhp and 140lb/ft respectively over the out¬ 
going, LS3-engined VXR8. Performance figures 
will be released soon, but bear in mind that even 
the naturally-aspirated VXR8 achieved a 0-60mph 
time in 4.9 seconds and a limited top speed of 
155mph. 

The new VXR8’s Eaton supercharger has four- 
lobe rotors, 9psi boost and 1.9 litres of air per rev¬ 
olution. Unlike a turbocharged car, the Eaton

supercharger provides the VXR8 with stronger 
and more linear performance across its entire rev- 
range. Other LSA features include: 

• Stand-alone water to air charge cooling system. 

• Separate transmission and differential cooling 
system 

• Water to oil engine cooling system. 

• Bi-modal air-intake system. 

• High-flow exhaust manifolds and exhaust sys¬ 
tem with Bi-modal silencers. 

Delivering drive to the rear axle is the latest MG9 
spec six-speed manual transmission with oil 
cooler and twin-plate clutch (an optional six-speed 
automatic transmission is also available). 

The new front-end design of the VXR8 GTS has 
bold graphics and shallow ramp angles that 
emphasise width and stance. The focal point of 
the new look is a ‘twin-nostril’ grille and an all-new 
fascia that helps to deliver both an aggressive look 
and an air intake surface large enough to cool the 
LSAV8. 

In fact, a total of 130,000 square millimetres of 


open frontal surface was needed to deliver the 
cooling required for the new engine - 75 per cent 
more than the outgoing LS3-engined car. 

Daytime running lights - which can now oper¬ 
ate when the headlights are turned on - and 20in 
‘Blade’ forged alloy wheels complete the front-end 
design. 

At the rear, the VXR8 GTS has distinctive LED 
tail lamps, while the ‘diffuser’ rear fascia houses 
quad exhaust outlets finished in shadow chrome. 
A unique body-coloured performance rear spoiler 
with black accents helps set the GTS apart still fur¬ 
ther. 

Inside, the VXR8’s cabin design has undergone 
a raft of design changes. An upgraded instrument 
panel with suede-style inserts, a new instrument 
cluster, gauges, centre console, appliques and 
door trims combine to deliver a more premium 
look and feel. 

Standard in the VXR8 GTS, all-new VXR Per¬ 
formance Seats are wrapped in Onyx leather trim 
and feature eight-way electric adjustment and seat 
heaters for both the driver and front passenger.

MID Wales racing driver Ben Power won a 
thrilling race on live TV in a meeting which 
has moved him into third place in the UK 
Legends Car Championship. 

Power, from Guilsfield, won a nip-and- 
tuck battle with Dean Brace to take the 
honours in heat two of the meeting at Mal¬ 
lory Park, broadcast live on Motors TV. 

He went on to grab fourth place in an 
incident-packed final race, beating ex¬ 
world champion Peter Morton on the line in 
an international line-up that included top 
drivers from around the UK, as well as 
France, Belgium and Denmark. 

The results earned him third place over¬ 
all on the day and moved him into joint 
third in the national championship. 

“It was a fantastic day overall,” said 
Power. 

“I got the fastest lap in race one and the 
final. Now I’m joint third in the table, and it’s 
very close.” 

The series comes to Wales for the next 
rounds, with a two-day meeting at Angle¬ 
sey on July 20-21. Last season was the 


best ever for the Welshpool and Oswestry- 
based Guttercrest team. Power, now aged 
23, recorded his first race wins in Legends 
Cars, and for a while he was second in the 
championship behind long-time leader and 
now champion Lawrence Davey, from East 
Sussex. 

The UK Legends series visits tracks 
around the UK, including famous circuits 
such as Brands Hatch and Donington Park. 

It features top drivers from around the 
UK and the continent, including several ex¬ 
world champions. 

Legends racing originated on the US 
oval tracks, and the cars have an American 
look, being 5/8-scale replicas of classic US 
models. 

Guttercrest Racing runs a Ford Coupe 
1937 replica, with a 1250cc Yamaha motor¬ 
cycle engine. 

With identical cars and the fastest drivers 
having to start at the back of the grid, there 
is said to be more overtaking in a single 
Legends race than in a whole season of 
Formula 1.

“As a manager it was def¬ 
initely the best moment I 
have and I can’t wait for 
another go. 

“There are some glamour 
ties and there are some very, 
very tough ties. Celtic for 
instance would be a fantas¬ 
tic draw for the club and 
there would be plenty of 
local interest. 

“They are one of the 
biggest clubs in Europe and 
they beat Barcelona last 
year, who are arguably the 
best team in the world. 

“The support Celtic has is 
huge and all round it would 
be a wonderful tie.”
